SAYS ROOSEVELT 


Former President Replies to 
Criticisms Regarding Per- 
mitted Steel Merger. 


CENSURES TAFT METHOD. 


Claims Series of Lawsuits Is No 
Way in Which to Deal with 
the Trust Situation. 


New York, Nov. 16.—‘‘I wag not misled,“ 
declares Theodore Roosevelt in the Outlook, 
regarding the absorption of the Tennessee 
Coal and Iren company by the United States 


of the United States, allowed the trust to 
take over the southern concern. It hag been 
represented that E. H. Gary and others per- 
suaded the colonel to believe that unless this 
merger was brought about a panic would 
ensue. It has been put forward that Roose- 
velt, as chief magistrate, was fooled. . 

However, I was not misied,”’ he insists 
im the new asus of the periodical. “ The 
representatives of the Steel corporation told 
me the truth.“ 

„ Roosevelt defends his action in 
permitting the merger by asserting that it 
did not enhance the monopolistic situation of 
the trust. He aleo takes a shy at the Taft 
administration, deciaring that a series of 
laweuits is not likely to solve the general 
trust problem. As for the tobacco case, he 
denounces it as a miscarriage of justice. 


Interstate Board. 

“The suit against the Stee] trust by the 
government. Roosevelt begins, has 
brought vividly before our people the need 
of reducing to order our chaotic government 
policy as regards business. 

“The national government exercises con- 
trol over interstate commerce railways, and 
tt can in simfler fashion, through an appro- 
priate governmental body, exercise control 
over all industrial organizations engaged in 
interstate commerce. This control should be 
exercise@ not by the courts but by an ad- 
ministrative bureau or board such as the 
bureau of corporations or the interstate 
ecommerce commission; for the courts cannot 
with advantage permanently perform execu- 
tive and administrative functions. 

Before taking up his general theme Roose- 
velt says: 

“One of the grounds for the suit [against 
the Steel trust] is the acquisition by the Stee! 
corporation of the Tennessee Coal and Iron 
company, and ft has been alleged, on the 
authority of the government officiale en- 
gaged in carrying on the suit, that, as re- 
gards this transaction, I was misled by the 
representatives of the Steel corporation, and 
that the facts were not acourately or truth- 
fully lald before me. 

Believes Steel Men. 

“This statement is not correct. I believed 
at the time that the facts in the case were as 
represented to me on behalf of the Steel cor- 
poration, and my further knowledge has con- 
vinced be that this was true. I believed at 
the time that the representatives of the Steel 
corporation told me the truth as to the change 
that would be worked.in the percentage of the 
business. which the proposed acquisition 
would give the Steel corporation, and fur- 
ther inquiry hes convinced me that they 
did so. 

* was not mizied. The representatives of 
the Steel corporation told me the truth as 
to what the effect of the action at that time 
would be, and any statement that I was 
misied or that the representatives of the 
Steel corporation did not thus tell me the 
truth as to the facts of the case is itself not 
tn accordance with the truth. 

“Tt has been alleged that the purchase 
by the Steel corporation of the property of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron company gave 
the Steel corporation practically a monopoly 
of the southern iron ores—that is, of the iron 
ores south of the Potomac and the Ohio. 
My information is that of these southern iren 
ores the steel corporation has, including the 
property gained from the Tennessee Coal and

Did Not Change Situation. 

Continuing he says: ; 7 

“ According to my view, the acquisition of 
the Tennessee Coal and Iron company’s ores 
m no way changed the situation as regards 
making the steel corporation a monopoly.“

but by a succession of lawsuits is hopeless 
from the standpoint of working out a per- 
manently satisfactory solution.

“Such action is harsh and mischievous, ff 
the corporation is guilty of nothing except Ita 
sise, and where, as in the case of the Stand- 
ard Oil, and especially the Tobacco trusts. the 
corporation has been guilty of immoral and 
anti-social practices, there is need for far 
more drastic and thoroughgoing action than 
any that has been taken, under the recent 
decree of the Supreme court. 

„In the case of the Tobacco trust, for in- 
stance, the settlement in the Circuit court, in 
which the representatives of the government 
seam inclined to concur, practically leaves all 
of the companies still substantially under the 
control of twenty-nine original defendants, 

“Surely miscarriage of justice is not too 


strong a term to apply to such a result when 


considered in connection with what the Su- 
preme court said of this trust. 

“The effort to prohibit all combinations, 
good or bad, is bound to fail, and ought to 


Steel corporation. Roosevelt, when president | fail; when made it merely means that some of 


the worst combinations are not checked and 
that honest business is checked. Our pur- 
pose should be, not to strangle business as an 
incident of strangling combinations, but to 
regulate big corporations in thoroughgoing 
and effective fashion, so as to help legitimate 
business as an incident to thoroughly and 
completely safeguarding the interests of the 
people as a whole.” 


Declares for Trust Control. 

Col. Roosevelt, in dealing with the future 
of the trust problem, declares for federal 
control. 

We need to formulate,’ he asserts, im- 
mediately and definitely a policy which, in 
dealing with big corporations that behave 
themselves and which contain no menace 
gave what ie necessarily potential in any cor- 
poration which is of great size and very 
well managed, shall aim not at their de- 
struction but at their regulation and super- 
vision, so that the government shall con- 
trol thetn in such fashicn as amply to safe- 
guard the interests of the whole public, in- 
cluding producers, consumers, and wage 
workers. : 

Inis control should, if necessary, de 
pushed in extreme cases to the point of ex- 
ercising cOntrol ovér monopoly prices, as 
rates on railways are now controlled, al- 
though this is not a power that should be 
used when it is possible to avoid it. The 
Taw should be clear, unambiguous, certain, 
so that honest men may not find that un- 
wittingly they have violated it. | 

In short, our aim should be not to del 
stroy but effectively and in thoroughgoing 
fashion to regulate and control in the pub- 
lic interest the great instrumentalities of 
modern business which it is destructive of 
the general welfare of the community to de- 
stroy and which nevertheless it is vitally 
necessary to that general welfare to regu- 
late and contrg). 


Competition Will Remain, 
Competition will remain as a very !mpor- 
tant factor when once we have destroyed 
the unfair business methods, the criminal 
interference with the rights of others, which 
alone enabled certain swollen combinations 
to crush out their competitors; and incident- 
ally the ‘ conservatives’ will do well to re- 
member that these unfair and iniquitous 
28 by great masters of corporate capt- 
nave done more to cause popular dis- 
pe Ba with the propertied classes than al! 
the orations of all the Socielist orators in 
the country put together. a 
Those who would seek to restore the days 
of unlimited and uncontrolled competition, 
and who believe that a panacea for our m- 
dustrial and economic {lls is to be found in 
the mere breaking up of all big corpora- 
tions, simply because they ere big, are at- 
tempting not only the impossible, but what 
if possible would be undesirable. They are 
acting as we should act if we tried to dam 
the Mississippi to etop its flow outright. The 
effort would be certain to result in failure 
and disaster; we would have attempted the 
impc le, and so would have achieved 
nothing or worse than nothing.- But by 
building levees along the Mississippi, not 
seeking to dam the stream, but to control 
it, we are able to achieve our object and 
to confer inestimable _— in the course of 
80 doing. 


Should 8 Policy. 

This nation should definitely adopt the 
policy of attacking, not the mere fact of 
combination, but the evils and wrongdoing 
which so frequently accompany combina- 
tion. The fact that a combination is very 
big is ample reason for exercising’ a close 
and jealous supervision over it, because its 
size renders it potent for mischfef; but it 
should not be punished unless it actually does 
the mischief; it should merely be so super 
vised and controlled as to guarantee us, the 
people, against its doing mischief.

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regulated competition and of the destrue- 
tion of all big corporations—that ig, of all 
the most efficient business indsutries in the 
land. Nor should we preserve in the 
hopeless experiment of tryimg to regulate 
these indsutries by means only of lawsuits, 
each lasting several years and of uncertain 
result. We should enter upon a course of 
supervision, control, and regulation of these 
great corporations—a regulation which we 
should not fear if necessary to bring to the 
point of control of monopoly prices, just as 
in exceptional cases railway rates are now 
regulated. 

“Either the bureau of corporations should 
be authorized or some other governmental 
body similar to the interstate commerce 
commission should be created to exercise 
this supervision, this authoritative control. 
When once immora! business practices have 
been eliminated by such control competition 
will thereby be again revived as a heathy 
factor, although not as formerly an all suf- 
ficient factor in keeping the general busi- 
ness situation sound. / 

“Wherever ‘immoral business practices 
still obtain—as they obtained in the cases 
At the Standard Oil trust and tobacco trust— 
the anti-trust law can be invoked; and when 
ever such a prosecution is successful, and 
the courts declare a corporation to possess 
a monopolistic character, then that corpora- 
tlon~should be completely dissolved, and the 
Darts ought never to be dgain assembled 
save on whatever terms and under whatever 
conditions may be imposed by the govern- 


mental body m which is vested the regulatory 


power. 8 


Plan Can Be Worked Out. 

Methods can readily be devised by which 
corporations sincerely desiring to act fairly 
and honestly can on their own initiative 
come under this thoroughgoing administra- 
tive control by the government and thereby 
be free from the working of the anti-trust 
law. But the law will remain to be invoked 
far more vigorausly and successfully than 
at presént. : 

It is not necessary in an article like this 
to attempt to work out such a plan in de- 
tail. It can assuredly be worked out. More- 
over, in my opinion, substantially some such 
plan must be worked out or business chaos 
will continue. Wrong doing such as was 
perpetrated by the Standard Oil trust. and 
especially by the Tobacco trust, should not 
only be punished, but if possible punished 
in the persons of the chief authors and bene- 
ficiaries of the wrong, far more severely 
than at present. 

But punishment, should not be the only, 
or indeed the main, end in view. Our alm 
should bea policy of construction and not 
one of destruction. Our aim should not be 
to punish the men who have made a big cor- 
poration successful merely because they 
have made it big and successful, but to ex- 
ercise such thoroughgoing supervision and 
control over them as to insure their business 
skill being exercised in the interest of the 
public and not against the public interest. 


Extension 6f Control. 

Ultimately, I believe that this control shoula 
undoubtedly, indirectly or directly, extend 
to dealing with all questions connected with 
their treatment of their employéa, includ- 
ing the wages, the hours of labor, and the 
like. Not only is the proper treatment of 
a corporation, from the standpoint of the 
managers, shareholders, and employés, com- 
patible with securing from that corporation 
the best standard of public service, but when 
the effort is wisely made it results in bene- 
fit both to the corporation and to the public. 

The success of Wisconsin in dealing with 
the corporations within her borders, so as 
both to do them justice and to exact justice 
in return from them toward the public, has 
been signal; and this nation should adopt a 
progressive policy in substance akin to the 
progressive policy not merely formulated in 
theory but reduced to actual practice with 
such striking success in Wisconsin.”

FOILS HANECY’S SCHEME. 


Asserts He Entered Case with a 
Friendly Feeling for Sen- 
ator and Browne. 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 
There was a duel of wits yesterday before 
the Senate Lorimer Investigating committee 
between State’s Attorney Wayman and El- 
bridge Hanecy, counsel for the Mlinois 
senator. 

Mr. Hanecy made a strenuous effort to 
develop from his cross-examination that Mr. 
Wayman was part of the “ gigantic conspir- 
acy ” which he has been endeavoring gealous- 
ly to build up as an explanation of the bribery 
scandal.

OBITUARY. 


ALEXANDER MACKAY-8MITH, bishop 
of the Protestant Episcopal diocese of Penn- 
sylvania, died of heart disease yesterday in 
Philadelphia. Because of poor health, he 
had intended to retire from his episcopal 
office in February next. He was born in New 
Haven in 1850, was graduated from Trinity 
college in 1872. He was ordained to the 
priesthood in 1877. He became rector of St. 
John’s church, Washington, in 1898, and 
while there was chosen bishop coadjutor of 
the Pennsylvania diocese, succeeding Bishop 
Whitaker upon the death of the latter last 
February. He left a widow and three daugh- 
ters. 

FREDERIC COPE WHITEHOUSE died 
yesterday in New York. Mr. Whitehouse was 
a lawyer, a member of many societies, wrote 
much on topics of astronomy and geology, 
and developed a theory of electricity as the 
source of all light and heat. He is best re- 
membered as a moving figure in an episode 
of the 90s, when he worked out a plan after 
fourteen years of meditation of reclaiming 
the waste places of Egypt. He was born in 
Rochester in 1842. He was the son of Henry 
John Whitehouse, bishop of Illinois, and a 
brother of the late Worthington Whitehouse.

WILL APPROACH CAPITAL. 


Kaskin, 90 Miles from Teheran, to Be 
Oeeupied by the Czar’s Army. 


ST. PETERSBURG, Nov, 16.—As no reply 
has been received from the Persian govern- 
ment to the Russian ultimatum of Nov. 11. it 
is officially announced that the government 
has ordered the immediate dispatch of troops 
to Persia. They will be concentrated for the 
present at Kasbin, called also Kazvin, ninety 
miles northwest of Teheran. 

Russia and Great Britain have clearly rec- 
ognized zones or territories in Persia, and 
their actions have assumed the manifest con- 
trol in Persian affairs. At least it was such 
until the advent of W. Morgan Shuster and 
his American colleagues, who have taken 
over the administration of the Persian 
finances at the request of the Persian gov- 


ernment. 
Backed by Russia. 
Lately the former Shah, who was deposed, 
made his reappearance in Persia and has, to 


| all appearances, been strongly backed by 


Russia. Lately the former occupant of the 
throne has net made much progress in his 
campaign for restorataion, and it is over the 
property of his brother that the present dis- 
pute had its beginning. 


American Is Defiant. 

The Persian prime minister, who, with his 
cabinet, has since resigned, on Nov. 18, issued 
an order to Shuster to withdraw the gen- 
darmes from the house of Prince Sheu ei 
Sultaneh, but the American replied that the 
order for the confiscation of the prince’s prop- 


erty had been signed by all the ministers of | 


the government. and therefore he could not 
comply with the counter order of the prime 
minister alone. Thie position he still main- 
tains. 

In regard to the demand for satisfaction 
which the Russian government demanded for 
the insult to the Russian consul, which was 
committed by Shuster’s gendarmes and also 
for the insults to other officials, the Persian 
government, according to Russian advices to- 
day, does not show any disposition to grant.

NEW INTERPRETATION OF LAW. 
Several of the Chicago freight forwarding 
agents and custom house brokers presented 
evidence in connection with the rebate case 
before the district attorney in New York.

“If there is any rebating involved it is on 
account of a new interpretation of the law 
For wears it has been the custom of the 
railroads to pay a commission on import 
traffic to the import agents routing it. The 
railroads can’t well work this foreign busi- 
ness themselves and they have used the 
brokers as a medium and paid commissions 
of 5 to 10 per cent. just as they pay a salary 
to their own soliciting agents. 

“This has been going on with the full 
knowledge of the interstate commerce com- 
mission, but recently the situation was 
changed by a decision of the Supreme court 
in what is known as the export shipping 
case.’ 

Ruling Against the Railroads.

One Man Suggests Allowing Agree- .

Another Would Tax Capital. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 16.—The senate 
committee on interstate commerce, which is 
inquiring into the trust problem, received to- 
day the first concrete suggestion for new 
legislation designed to control gigantic com- 
binations without hampering legitimate busi- 
ness organizations. 

Taylor Vincent of Huntington, W. Va., 
suggested the organization of separate fed- 
eral commissions to deal with the coal. iron 
and steel, lumber, and oil industries, with 
power to authorize small combinations and 
agreements for selling their products or 
operating the properties. 

A method of trust regulation through a 
graduated tax on the capital stock of corpo- 
rationg was proposed by W. S. Dwinnel, an 
attorney from Minneapolis. He said such a 
tax, increasing in porportion to the amount 
of capital, would prevent monopoly and stim- 
ulate competition by smaller concerns that 
would not be hampered by the heavy tax.

ST. LOUIS CASE IN POINT. 


Missouri Bench Reverses Judgment 
Obtained by Ex-Official. 


Jefferson City, Mo. Nov. 3 1— 
The right of Missouri. Newspapers not only 
to print facts bit to draw inferences for the 
people was assured by the state Supreme 
court in reversing a Judgment for 850.000 
obtained by Sam B. ‘Cook, former secretary 
of state. against the St. Louis Post-Digpatch. 

The opinion was written by Judge John 
Kennis and concurred in by Judges Brown 
and Ferriss. The suit grew out of an edi- 
torial published in the Post-Dispatch com- 
menting on the failure of the Salmon & Sal- 
mon bank in Clinton in 1905 and criticising 
Cook, then secretary of state, for delaying to 
close that institution because of its insolvent 
conditien. 

“While the publication does not charge or 
impute crime to the plaintiff,” says the opin- 
on, nor that he was actuated by corrupt 
motives. it is. in our opinion, open to the con- 
Struction of imputing such official miscon- 
duct as would bring it within the statutory 
definition of libel, and if the facts stated were 
false then under ‘the allegation of the peti- 
tion a geod cause of action was stated. 


Truth of Article Established. 
“And, excepting the headline and con- 
cluding sentence, we think the truth ot the 
article was fully established by the proof. 
“The legal propositions involved by the 
appellant, that a newspaper has the right 
fairly and honestly to comment upon a mat- 
ter Of public interest and that the official 


» Conduct of a public officer is a matter of pub- 


lic interest, are well settled. 

The peopl are not obliged to speak of 

the conduct of their officials in whispers or in 
bated breath in a fregigovernment, but only 
in @ despotism. 
The majority or a prev ailing opinion is 
not the test of whether such opinion or infer- 
ence be permissible. The prevalling or major- 
ity opinion is often the wrong one, and for 
that reason the law gives full latitude to the 
expression of any and all opinions on things 
of general concern. It does not matter that 
the opinions or inferences expressed are not 
the most charitable or reasonable ones. or 
that they are the wrong ones, provided they 
be based on the facts, and the facts are capa- 
ble of them 


Latitude of. Discussion. 
„This is the rule of latitude of discussion 
and criticism of the conduct of every one who 
holds a public office, or writes a book, or does 
any act by which he invites public attention 
and: criticism." 

The decision quotes an expression of the 
noted English jurist, Cockburn, as follows: 

Those who fill a public position must not 
be too thin-skinned in reference to comments 
made upon them.”

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commerce court or commission, such as Presi- 
dent Roosevelt suggested and as Presiden“ 
Taft has suggested, might so regulate busi- 
ness that peoplpe would be content, for what 


business men need like everybody else, is to 


know what they can and cannot do. No wise 
man wishes to have unlimited power, and 
certalnl!, no man today dreams that he can 
have absolute power to do just as he pleases 
Indeed, most men would ask that some limit 
be put upon their own power in order that 
they should not become too arrogant or even 
eruel. 


Doubt Men's Honesty. 

The same remark applies to congress and 
to our legislators; and, unfortunately, in 
congress and in our legislatures, there are 
rarely men who understand the laws and 
needs of trace. and unfortunately, these na- 
tional and state representatives do not be- 
lieve that most men are honest. 

On the whole, it is much wiser to be honest 
than to be dishonest. Honesty cannot he 
attacked with success; dishonestly will be 
attacked sooner or later.

for such purpose. 


One thing has been wast upon the ad- 


ministrations and upon congress for years, 


and has been neglected—viz: a good banking 


and currency law. When a crisis comes it 


can be met if money can be had by any rep- 


utable man or firm. 
It is not to be forgotten that the money is 


all in existence. The supply has not been di- 


minished, and cannot be diminished unless 


people hide it in boxes. It is mertly a ques- 
tion of putting it where it can do the most 
good, tt the banks all over the United States 
are so grouped and ruled that money needed 
in Charleston, 8. C., can be got from New 
York, or Seattle can furnish Chicago with 
extra funds—in short, when the banks afl 
stand together the money will go where it Is 
most wanted, (This always supposes proper 
security.) 


Small Man Suffers. 


The money, however, should come to hon- 
est, reputable borrowers. As affairs now are, 
it ig the small man who is squeezed out; it 
ig the small shopkeeper, trader, or investor 
who is sacrificed, and the profits go to the 
larger men who have money or who can 
get it. 

In short, every panic enriches the rich peo- 
ple and injures the poor people, unless they 
are so poor as to have nothing; and, at any 
rate, it injures the men of moderate means 
and moderate credit. Our banking system as 
now arranged is most undemocratic; it is 
antiquated, foolish, and the results would 
have been much worse in 1907 and the three 
or four panics before it if the bank presi- 


‘| dents had not seen the proper course—that 


is, to join hands all around in each cohsid- 
erable city and help one another, 

Just now we have seen something of a shake 
in Europe and the banks immediately helped 
each other. Half a dozen years ago, in Ger- 
many, two of the very large banks were op- 
panents in business, each seeking to increase 
its own profits and strength. In a troubled 
time @ne of the banks was talked of as not 
strong. The opposing bank immediately 
went into the market and offered to take all 
the loans of this bank off its hands, and it 
made known this fact. The coneequence was 
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that the doubted bank regained: its position 
at once. This is simply good business. 


Doubt Causes Panics, 

Congress can do no wiser thing than adopt 
the plen now ready in our United States 
treasury for banking and currency. — is 
doubt which id paralysing Business; it 16 
doubt which brings on panics. As regards 
business men, large and email, almost with- 
out exception. they are willing to pay for 
money ina hard time, but they want it. They 
da not grumble about the rates, but they 
want the money, and they can give excellent 
security for it. 

Our panics are a disgrace to our land and 
have been so for fifty years or more, during 
which time we have had halfadozen. And 
it ig to be borne in mind that, in adopting 
this plan, congress will do more to make 
things even and comfortable for everybody, 
and more especially for the smal] people, 
than any other measure that can he taken, 

If congress chooses to add to that a wen 
considered law which hag been submitted te 
the able business merchanta, manufacturers, 
and bankers and pronounced conservative,” 
it will do us a great good. Today the gov- 
ernment simply is saying: Do net do wrong, 
and then you wil do right, but as we doubt. 
all of you and as we think it likely that any 
large corporation has sinned against the 
law, you all are under suspicion, and we shall 
examine you. and meantime we shall, as it 
were, publish you.” 


Government Causing Disuse. 

Nothing material in this world has value 
unless it is of use and in use. Shops and 
houses in a street or city to which people 
do not go are a waste of bricks and mortar 
Factories or railroads not in use are waste 
Capital is only the result of work, and cam- 
not be separated from work. If capital is not 
in yse—that is, if it is hidden in boxes or the 
ground, or sent abroad, the country must 
suffer—it is of no use to us, the American 
nation. The government is causing disuse of 
many things. 

Capital employed in manufacturing estab- 
lishments or railroads or banks is doing the 
country good. The division of profita may 
be unjust, but, on the whole, the laws of 
trade will wipe out this injustice. But there 
is no such folly as driving capital into dis- 
use if the material condition of the country 
is to be considered. What one man loses, an- 
other man gaina, if an enterprise is sound.

Politicians everywhere have 
bought votes when they needed them and 
thought they. could buy them safely, Lut no 
other community is known in which the 
vote was recognized generally as a salable 
commodity, in which certain campaigns 
‘were known openly as “ money fights,” and 
In which there was no effective protest 
against it and no scruples regarding it—no 
effective protests from the men. 

It is a high tribute to women that Judge 
Blair pays the women of Adams county. 
They were the citizens whose patriotism 
could not tolerate the corrupting of the elec- 
torate. They were the citizen’ wliose moral 
natures could not stand this thing. They 
pleaded, prayed, and protested.

PUT UP WINDOWS. 

B. T. writes: ‘I occupy rooms near the 
center of the city. These consist of a bed- 
room, bathroom, and large sitting room, 
the cubic contents of which is about 7,500 
cubic feet, During the day the rooms are 
unoccupied and always have plenty of air 
circulating through them, and, in the winter 
months, the temperature rarely rises above 
68 to 70 degrees. Owing to the noise, it is 
impossible to accustom myself to sleep with 
the windows open. The window area, both 
front and rear, is very large, and, even when 
the windows are closed, a great deal of air 
tomes through, and I fancy much more than 
I breathe. Will you kindly inform me 
whether, provided at the time of retiring 
the air is thoroughly fresh and new, any 
serious injury will result from the continued 
practice of sleeping in quarters of that size 
with the windows closed, all the rooms 
being thrown into one? The writer takes 
a great deal of open air exercise, ‘but must 
confess he does not sleep at times quite 
as well as he would like. Is not the theory 
of the necessity for absolutely fresh air one 


which can be carried to an extreme in some. 


cases? 

f REPLY. 

Tou must either raise your windows in your 
present location or v. ve where the noises will not 
disturb you 80 much. You must not sleep in rooms 
without some window opening. Evidently your 
rooms are in good condition when you go into them 
at night. The old idea that you can dilute stil! 
air enough to make it harmless is pretty generally 
abandoned now. 

The volume of air which you describe in the sec- 
ond paragraph of your letter—to-wit: 7,500—~—would 
not be particularly harmful during the first three 
hours of occupation. The authorities who based 
their calculations on dilution said 3,000 to 4,000 
onbic' feet of air an hour was required. 

You are correct as to the large amount of window 
leakage, especially during cold weather. You 
windows are scarcely loose and leaky enough te 
more than half supply the deficiency. If you make 
use of storm sashes you will not get much ald 
from window leakage, 

Fresh air does harm when it abstracts heat faster 
than the body can make it. Under all other cir- 
cumstances it does good. Put up your windows if 
you have to move.

B. B. writes: My eyes shew terrible 
puffiness. I have been told I do not eliminate 
sufficient urie acid. Is there any diet I can 
put myself on to reduce this condition? I 
work hard and am afraid to deprive myself 
of meat, but I would willingly do anything 
if it would help me. Do you think drugs 
would assist me any?’

The urte acid fallacy was exploded some time ago. 
In its day they called it the uric acid theory.“ 

There were a few conclusive proofs of uric acid 
gone wrong; for example, gravel and stone in the 
klaney and bladder, but around this Uttle fact there 
was bullt a great superstructure of speculation 

Uric acid does not cause rheumatism; it does not 
cause puffiness under the eyes; it has no particular 
connection with the eating of meat. If you do hard 
work, a small amount of meat will be of service to 
you. However, most grown people eat too much 
proteid. 

Promiscuous drugging for puffiness under the 
eyes will be positively harmful. Puffinese under the 
eyes frequently means Bright's disease in an early 
stage. Sometimes it means heart disease. Find 
out why you have puffiness under your eyes.

OUNT STEPHEN ZICHY, who ar- 
rived in the United States on Sunday 
last from Europe on board the Amer- 
ika, and is now staying for a few 
weeks in New York, is a cousin of 

Count Geza Zichy. who has just handed to 
the Hungarian Academy of Music en the oc- 
casion of the celebration at Budapest of the 
centenary of Liszt, a sealed package with a 


stipulation that it should not be opened for 


another ten years. 
— 


Count Geza Zichy was one of the most in- 
timate friends of the famous abbé and is 
perhaps himself the most celebrated ama- 
teur planist and composer in Europe. This 
is all the more remarkable since he lost his 
right arm at the age of 16 as the result of a 
shooting accident, and plays with his left 
hand. dut with such skill and genius that 
the absence of the right hand is not noticed. 

I have known him for many years and have 
often watched and heard him play, both 
when among a few relatives.and friends, and 
in amateur concerts. So far as I could see, he 
accomplished his playing with one hand by 
means of the wonderful flexibility which he 
had developed in the thumb. He uses the 
latter for the melody, with the utmost deli- 
cacy of touch, and the way in which the ac- 
companiment of the air is played, sometimes 
two octaves lower, by the remaining four 
fingers, is nothing short of marvelous, espe- 
clally when the nonchalance and ease with 
which it is accomplished are considered.

The package Which he has placed in the 
archives of the Academy of Music in ques- 
tion contains, according to him, proofs thata 
review article always attributed to the abbé, 
in which Hungarian music was belittled as 
entirly a product of the gypsies, was in 
reality written by Liszt's friend, Princess 
Sayn- Wittgenstein. Its publication created 
such an unpleasant stir in Hungary that 
Liszt's chivalry I him to take the odium 
of the article upon himself. 

Count Geza Zichy states further that the 
documents in the package when opened ten 
years hence will relieve the abbé of the 
charge of anti-semitism sometimes brought 
against him. 

Count Geza Zlehy has four children, one of 
his sons-in-law being likewise his cousin, 
Count John Zichy, who is minister of public 
instruction and public worship in the present 
Hungarian cabinet. 

The family. which is one of the oldest in 
Hungary. its castle of Zichy, in the Hun- 
garian province of Somogy, having been in 
its possession since 1345, and its title of 
count. borne by all members, dating from 
1655, is one of the most numerous of the Hun- 
garian aristocracy. In fact. there are prob 
ably at the present moment nearly a hundred 
more, most of 
them are in affluent circumstances. The 
head of the house is the venerable Count-Fer- 
dinand Zichy. who is grand treasurer of 
the Hungarian crown, while two of his sons 
have held cabinet office. 

One of the Zichys, Count Bela Zichy, for- 
merly attached to the Austrian embassy at 
Washington. married Miss Mabel Wright, 
the divorced wife of the late Fernando 
Yznaga, and a sister-in-law, therefore, of 
the late Consuelo, Duchess of Marlborough. 
They spend a good deal of their time in 
London and Eastbourne, or else on their es- 


tates in‘ Hungary, residence in either Buda—- 


pest or Vienna being unpleasant. owing to 
the fact that the former Mrs. Yznaga is 
barred from court, both as a divorcée and 
owing to her lack of nobiliary lineage. 

One df the grandest members of a 


was old Count Edmond Zichy, who died in’ 


1804 and whose portrait. painted by the great 
Hans Makart, went through a series of such 
startling vicissitudes after his death. Some 
time subsequent to his demise his family, 
being desirous of securing one or more copies 
in oil of the picture, intrusted the well known 
Magyar painter, Kardos, with the original. 
He had just finished the copy to the entire 
satisfaction of the Zichys who had ordered 
it when their castle took fire and was burned 
down, the duplicate being destroyed in the 
flames. 

Two more copies were then ordered from 
Kardos. But they never reached the hands 
of the family, for, as they were passing 
through the streets of Pesth in charge of 
servants, the pole of a wagon ran through 
them and completely destroyed them. 

a — 

@ Kardos again set to work and painted two 
more copies, which were mysteriously lost on 
their way by rail to Vienna, no trace of 
them having since been found. 

The Zichys might have taken warning from 
all this. But no; they again persisted, send- 
ing the original once more to the studio of 
Kardos to be copied. But as it was going 
across the great suspension bridge at Buda- 
pest in charge of an old servant of the Zichy 


family the high wind which was then biowing | 


caught it broadside on, tore it out of the 
old man’s hands, and carried it from the top 
of the omnibus on which he was riding into 
the dark and swift Danube. many feet below. 

It was almost as if the picture had com- 
mitted suicide and had sought a watery 
grave in sheer despair at having itself de- 
graded by being copied. The Zichy family 
offered a reward of 10,000 florins for its re- 
covery. but to this day no one has ever ap- 
peared with the picture to claim the amount, 
and it is probable that this masterpiece of 
Makart is rotting somewhere in the mud of 
the Danube.

France's government, having decided to be- 

stow a military medal upon all those who 
took part as combatants under the French 
flag in the war with Germany in 1870-1871, 
has arranged to include Field Marshal Lord 
Kitchener among the recipients of the honor, 
and I understand that the medal is to be 
handed to him with a considerable ambunt 
of ceremony by a distinguished French army 
officer. who is to be dispatched from Paris 
to Egypt for the purpose.

HIS story is both a sob story and a hu- 
man interest story. 

According to the best ethics of the 
reportorial profession, a sob story is a 
sob story and a human interest story is 

a human interest story, and, as Mr. Kipling 80 
-tellingly remarks, * Never the twain shall meet.“ 
A sob story is always written by a profes- 
sional sob artist who finds all the pathos and 
tears there are in any sort of human happen- 
ing and multiplies them by one thousand. He 
produces a tale for the newspaper which makes 
the unsophisticated reader weep great tears all 
the way from Forty-seventh street downtown, 
or from Argyle avenue to Clark street, or from 
Douglas Park station to Randolph street, which- 
ever the case may be. 
‘ 8 

A human interest story is quite a different 
matter: A human interest story deals with 
trivial detaile usually omitted in a well regu- 
! lated story, or, if put in, are brutally blue pen- 
ciled by great, hulking, harsh spoken copy read- 
ers, who sarcastically inquire: 

“Say, does the guy that wrote this story 
know he’s working on a newspaper or does he 
think he’s writing a book?” 

But when a human interest story is properly 
labeled as such, and when it has beeh explained 
ſo the copy reader, then the story is permitted 
to commence anywhere regardless, between the 
north pole and Jackson, Miss., meander like a 
meadow brook that has lost its way amid the 
fern and stubble. It pays special attention to 
duch thrilling circumstances as the color of 
a necktie, the three pennies paid for an under- 
sized apple, and the ragged but extremely neat 
raiment of the little orphan who came to the 
door in response to the reporter’s knock.

There seems to be no logical reason why a 
human interest story should not be dovetailed 
with the sob kind, but it ig never done in our 
best. literary circies. Perhaps the reason is 
that. the sob squad and the human interest 
writers are careful to preserve the tradition 
their separate schools and have some sort of 
A working agreement not to interfere with each 
other. Therefore, a person holding a card in 
either union cannot do odd jobs in the field 
occupied by the other. 

In the past a story which seemed to fall 
naturally into both the sob and the human in- 
terest class has been ruthlessly and arbitrarily 
cast into one or the other. But there its al- 
Ways a turning point. The story about the 
Farber sisters is going to be told after the 
rules and regulations laid down for the guid- 
ance of both the sob and the human interest 
schools. 

Thig ‘is no attempt to establish a dangerous 
precedent, and there is no need of a special 
meeting of both the sob squad and the human 
interest union. This story of the Farber girls 
will simply be told as it runs, and then the 
previous traditions and rules can be put in full 
force and rigorously observed as before. 


— 

Briefly, the story of the Farber sisters is a 
story to show how fate operates in control of 
human destinies. If it had not been for a tele- 
gram going wrong, a bald headed man, a head- 
ache, a crosseyed. Chinese, a haughty prima 
donna, a farmer who ate onions, and a few 
other things, this story would never have hap- 
pened at all. Or if any one of these elements 
had been missing it would not have happened. 
But with all of them present the story did 
happen and points strongly to the moral that 
we are naught but playthings of fate dfter all. 

In viewing the material, sob, human interest, 
and fatalistic,. which we have at hand. we first 
_take our heroines, two in number: Exhibit A, 
Miss Constance Farber, age 21, blonde; edu- 
cation, common school; disposition, lovely; and 
Exhibit B, Miss Irene Farber, sister to Con- 
stance, age 19; brunette: disposition, mild 
when not ruffled. 

Miss Constance and Irene Farber are not 
included in the list of American women pos- 
sessing in excess of $5,000,000. In place of 
that they wrestle strenuously with the world 
for their daily bread. They both possess ex- 
eeptionally good voices and are graceful 
dancers. ng about for employment, the 
young Far decided their talents were ill 
suited to the manicuring shop, the ribbon 
counter, or the typewriter machine, and so 
they selected the vaudevills stage as the 
best means of securing a living. .

They began in outlying vaudevilie theaters in 
New York. They found the life easy, having to 
do only six shows a day and twelve on Satur- 
day and Sunday, They received a salary of 
$25 a week, but were not paid this for their 
first manager faded away after he owed them 
for a month’s work. 

Then they found a new manager and appeared 
in a theater one night on Broadway where they 
pleased the audience so much that they got nice 
notices in all the papers. They were promptly 
fired the next day because the star, who was 
the wife of the manager, said most emphatically 
she would stand for no two brats coming in and 
putting it all over her.

HE third of the series of lectures, “The 
Frontier Line of Modern Science,” was 
delivered in Fullerton hall, Art institute, 
last night by Prof. Robert Andrews Mil- 
likan of the University of Chicago. The 

subject was Some New Proofs of the Kinetic 
Theory of Matter and the Atomic Theory of 
Electricity.” 

“There are things known even in science 
established so firmly as not to be abandoned.” 
he declared. Scientists have three categories 
of theories, First, theories that are estab- 
lished that we know as well as we know the 
great bulk of our ordinary accepted beliefs. 
An example of this class is the germ theory of 
disease, which is as well supported as that of 
the rotundity of the earth. The second cate- 
gory contains those theories which are quite 
probable but may later be proved false. In 
the third class are placed the unsupported 
guesses, theories entertained only because 
there is no alternative advanced and nothing 
to disprove their falsity. Here belongs the 
nebular hypothesis, I propose to trace the 
path of two oF these theories from the outer 
category of guesses to the inner circle of the 
well established. And in beginning this dem- 
onstration I wish to remark to you who have 
felt some bewilderment at thé ‘measuring 
sticks’ used in the two previous lectures that 
the subjects of Profs, Moulton and Salisbury 
were simply not adapted for wallowing in 
decimal places,” 

Prof. Millikan began with the simple defi- 
nition or basis of the Kinetic theory—i. e.: 
that all matter is in a state of motion—and 
traced the growth of this theory's support 
| from its first advocate, Democritus, 480 B. C., 
its opposition by Plato, its reaffirmation and 
emphasis by Descartes in 1630, its elaboration 
in 1788, untl in 1850 it was still looked 
upon as the speculation of a few. 

“But those few numbered among them al- 
most all the great names that we now consider 
the makers of modern science,” he said, “ From 
1850 to 1880 proofs came so rapidly that the 
theory found wide acceptance However, it 
suffered a repulse at the hands of Ostwaldt, 
the noted German, who believed he could an- 
nfhilate tt by one of its own offsprings, the

law of the conservation of energy. He has 
only recently acknowledged his error. The 
theory is now so well established and so read- 
ily demonstrable that any person of ordinary 
intelligence can have ocular proof of it, 

“When we turn to the atomic theory of 
electricity we find much leses history back.of 
it. The year 1600 may practically be taken as 
the starting point. And our own Franklin, a 
century and a half later, brought us the first 
highly significant’ contribution to the subject 
when he discovered and named the positive and 
negative kinds and began the formulation of 
a theory of excess and deficiency above or be- 
low a normal or absolute. This was elaborated 
by English physicists and the two- fluid theory 
added to it. And this is the basis of our whole 
modern conception of electricity. 

But little had been said up to this time on 
the atomic theory, nor did they dream of the 
possibility of isolating and measuring a single 
electric atom. In 1833 Faraday brought much 
to the support of the atomic theory. But it 
was not until 1897 that the atomic concept was 
applied to conductors and the study of the 
passage of electrons begun. In 1906, as a re- 
sult of this study, it became possible to actual- 
ly isolating a single electron.” ‘

Then the lecturer, with the ald of charts 
and careful records, rehearsed to his audience 
the adventure of an “oil drop detective” in 
the chase and capture of an isolated atmo- 
spheric’ ion. He showed also that electric 
charges are built up of definite little electric 
units, and that electric currents are transports 
of. atoms. 

“The oil drop again, dancing in a gas of di- 
minisbed pressure, serves to show us the in- 
visible molecular world in motion,” he said. 
What, after all, is the value of these proofs? 
Just this: Conditions of life on the earth have 
been actually revolutionized within the 
century mainly as a result of man's discoveries 
of nature’s laws, He would know nature that 
he may control her and turn her hidden forces 
to his own account,” | 

The lecture for Thursday, Nov. 23, will be by 
Prot. rbhert Newby McCoy and will deal with 
experiments with radio activity.

Pot Roast in a Paper Bag. 


HE multiplication of new and economi- 

eal cooking utensils is inspiring experi- 

ments in many households. The paper 

bags for cooking are now pretty gen- 

erelly on the market, several kinds, and 
both men and women are much interested in 
this*form of cookery. 

The following letter, recently received, tells 
its story of an experiment that proved worth 
while: 

Jane Eddington: In this time of extrava- 
gant prices for food stuffs I believe every 
reader of THE TRIBUNE welcomes and appre- 
clates suggestions through your columns. By 
every method that I have tried I have found 
cheap tough meat an impossibility and conse- 
cuently meat is quite an expensive factor in 
our home. 

Last week I experimented a little with a 
cheap pot roast—10 cents a pound. The plece 
of beef weighed about four pounds. I took a 
good sized paper bag (parchments paper), 
greas the inside, seasoned the roast with a 
little salt, pepper, one wee bit of garlic (this 
according to taste) about the size of u smal) 
pea, two tablespoons or a little less of Chili 
sauce around the meat, after it had been put 
in the bag; then I folded over the end of the 
bag, pinned it together, and put it on a grate 
in the oven set in a thin tin pan. It took about 
the usual time for better grade meat and it was 
a source of wonder to us when put on the 
table, for it was almost as tender as thicken 
and the flavor was so different from that of 
cheap meat cooked in the ordinary manner. 
This is well worth trying, from the financial 
standpoint.”—-M. Cashon, 6430 Lexington ave- 
uus.

Cold Starch Instructions. , 

“Cold starch for laundering collars, cuffs, etc.: 
One pint of soft water, made quite soapy with any 
white goap; three heaping spoonfuls of starch, either 
lump or powdered; ene tablespoonfu] of turpentine, 
one tablespoonf ul of salt, one tablespoonful of borax, 
u half dozen drops of bluing, Let all stand a couple of 
hours. Then stir well and strain through @ coarse 
cheesecloth which lets the starch, to., drop through. 
It is best to remove the gummy sediment that the 
salt, soap, and turpentine make. Bottle for use. It 
will keep indefinitely, When need shake well, turn 
into a dish, starch whatever you wish, and return the 
remainder to the bottle for the next time, It's splen- 
aid for collars, cuffs, and anything else that requires 
starch and which should not be starched previously 
in cooked starch. Wipe off the collars, ete., well with 
a damp cloth before ironing. Iron first a little on 
the wrong side, then turn and iron the right side till 
it takes on u nice polish. Collars and cuffs starched 
with the above look as well as when they are done at 
the laundry and will keep their stiffness.
